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' Editor’s Corner 


It may not show much yet, but things are different 
in Hondo this week. 


Then again, maybe it does show. The weather is 
cooler and windier than it was last week, our Owls 
are functioning like champs and the street paving la 
progressing nicely, 


Hondo is different. 
Its first industry has come. 
Alamo Pottery, Inc., will soon take its place in the 
business life of Hondo and Medina C ounty and for the 
first time a big, industrial payroll will make its influ­ 
ence felt in the industrial life of the town. 


This is our first industry. Will there be more? We 
are the ones who can answer that question. It seems 
illogical that all our county broomcorn should be 
chipped to other places to be made into brooms. It 
seems illogical that the va-t facilities of our airport 
.should sit and rot. It seems that Hondo would be a 
logical and favorable point for an aerial Port of Entry 
from Mexico 
It 
that Hondo would improve its 
opportunities by fighting for a Leakey-C orpus Christi 
highway to pass through our city. 


Are we working hard for these things that will 
build our town? Or do we just notice them and forget 
them? 


We are working on some thing-, to better our town 
from within. 
Our Chamber of Commerce has some 
nice plans for the near future on how to improve our 
city 
And this week a group of young businessmen of 
Hondo met for the first time to organize and gain for 
themselves a voice in what happens in their city, a 
group that will eventually d e v e l o p into a Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Many of us are here because we were born here, many 
others of us are her** because we want to be her* 
making the choice of our own free will. In any event, 
it is our town and it is for us to shape it for oui gen­ 
erations t > come. 


So we all criticize. If all who criticized would also 
ait, our town would progress rapidly. But many do it 
just for the sake of criticism itself, and such people 
only obstruct. 


Hondo is young, as an incorporated city. 
It was 
only five years ago that Hondo became a city legally. 
We have done a lot since then. and in these early stages 
things are hard to do. 


Our schools need a lot of improving. 
No high 
school this size should be without a band— a school 
band adds greatly to a city as well as to a school. And 
if some of us insist that we need every boy for foot­ 
ball. why not an all-girl band? In any event, a band 
And our school needs more room to handle its student*, 
it could stand some intramural athletics, some jour 
nalism, some more personnel. 


Our taxation needs revising. If people are willing 
to own lots that can sell for $2,000 they should be 
willing to pay taxes on that value, not on a tenth of 
the real value as we are doing right now. Then, if the 
school needs something, it will not have to sell adve. 
tising or ask donations. 


But these things will change. 


We’re getting into gear now. We have a lot o! 
modernizing to do, especially in our business district 
which still resembles that of a village. But our cham­ 
ber is functioning, our cite council is functioning, ami 
we have a new group of Jaycees coming. 


We all find plenty to criticize in this, our town. 


Things are different here in Hondo. Different 
the right way.

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Feedlots Are Food Factories 


N o w , with the approach of fall, 
I; 
endless streams of cattle and 
u: 'os flow down out of the high summer 
'■asttires. Last spring’s pigs soon will be 
on the way to market. The sorting lots and 
corrals will soon be busy. 
In the valleys and plains the feedlots begin to 
till. They dam back some of this fall flood of 
animals . . . You who feed livestock know well 
how im portant this is. You realize that it helps 
avoid periods of glut and scarcity, by stretching 
out, over months, the time of marketing. You 
know, too, how such year 
round marketing 
serves to lessen big feast-or-fa mine 
price fluc­ 
tuations. And who should understand better than 
you how the feedlots of America add millions of 
pounds to the nation’s m eat supply? 
Feedlots save for the land mach of the fertility 
which the selling of grain crops and hay would take 
out of the land. For example, you sell a steer 
that has gained 500 }X>unds in your feedlot. You 
are selling off your land only about 124 pounds 
of nitrogen, 3 pounds of phosphorus, I pound of 
potash, which his body has absorbed out of your 
feeds. But suppose you w ere to sell as cash crops 
the grain and hay which you put into that steer. 
Then you would deplete your soil of about seven 
times as much nitrogen, four times as much phos­ 


phorus, and twenty times as much potash. 
Keeping the soil fert ile through use of manure 
from livestock is only one factor in judging 
whether ’’feeding" is likely to be a profitable 
venture. There are many others which are being 
constantly studied by individuals, colleges, and 
experiment stations. In every feeding area they 
are trying out new rations, watching costs, plug­ 
ging "leaks,” developing more efficient feeding 
techniques. So if you .ire feeding livestock, or 
are considering it. it may lie worth your while 
to consult your county agent, vocational agricul­ 
ture teacher, or state agricultural college. Ask 
them what they have that’s new' in up-to-the- 
minute feeding information . . . maybe you’ll find 
some new wrinkle that will lower your costs, in­ 
crease your profit possibilities.

Bake in a covered 
casserole in a slow oven (32 5 
F.) for 45 minutes. Uncover. 
Bake 15 minutes longer to brown sausage. (6 to 8 servings.)

WINTER FEEDING AFFECTS SUMMER GAINS 
Summer gain* made by yearling steers on grass vary with 
the amount of gain made during the previous winter, ac­ 
cording to new data reported by the Oklahoma Agricul­ 
tural Experiment Station. 
The experiments conducted by the Department of 
Animal Husbandry there were designed to find an answer 
to this question, 
How muc h should calves gain during 
the winter months in order to make tile best use of grass 
the following summer?" 
Six lots of choice calves were used in the test. They 
were fed to gain at t h r e e diffe rent rates— high 1. 3 pounds 
per head daily); medium about I pound per head daily , 
and low (about VS to % of a pound per head daily). 
The report of the experiments indicates: (I) that steer 
calves which gained at the medium to low rates made the 
most economical use of grass during tile eurlv part of the 
grazing season; (2) that combined profits from wintering 
and early-season grazing were in favor of the lots win­ 
tered at medium and low rates of gain. (J) that, c»f four 
lots of .steers which were continued on grass during late 
summer and early fall, the ones which had bee n fed at the 
lowest rate of winter gain (.69 pounds pier head daily) 
continued to make the greatest gain on grass; (4) that 
there is definite evidence that calves wintered on grass 
and cake to gain ‘ a to 34 of a pound a day will produce 
desirable feeder yearlings a t a greater profit than those 
which gain from I to I 1 a pounds per day rn wanter 
This interesting experiment is reported in detail in 
Oklahoma A & M. College (Stillwater), Miscellaneous 
Publication No. MP-11. 


How many 
M eat Packers? 


Farrowing pens with sloping 
floors are t he answer to clumsy 
sow's that step or lie on baby 
pigs. The slant of the floor takes I 
advantage of the natural tend­ 
ency of sows to Lie with their 
hacks uphill, while the tiny baby pigs tumble down­ 
hill safely out of her way. Used extensively in Ken­ 
tucky, sloping floors have cut baby pig losses to entty 
one out of thirty, according to VV. P. Garrigus of the 
University of Kentucky. He writes; 
“Crushing or crippling by brood sows is the chief 
cause of pig losses. Normally, one out of every five 
new-born pigs is doomed to lie mashed or severely 
crippled by clumsy, awkward brood sows the first 
day or so after farrowing, This loss to the swine 
industry adds up to a staggering total. According to 
the United States Department of Agriculture, each 
pig killed at farrowing represents a loss of ITO pound-1 
of the feed consumed by the sow during the gestation 
and suckling periods. Figuring two pigs killed to the 
litter, this loss in one year alone, 1944, cost hog ®en 
75 million dollars. 
“Very little of this tremendous loss needs to I* 
tolerated. Three years of experim entation and obser­ 
vation of herd tests in Kentucky show that sows far* 
rowing on sloping floors raked from one to four pigs 
more than when they farrowed on level floors. Un « 
Kentucky farms where records have been kept with 
385 litters, an average of only one pig out OI 30 far­ 
rowed has been crushed on sloping floors.’ 
The College of Agriculture, University <> 
Kentucky, Lexington, Ky., has detailed infor­ 
mation on sloping floors for farrowing pens* 
instructions for building, etc. 


Here’s an interesting thing to note. 
There is, on an average, more than 
1,000 miles between the point where 
livestock is raised and the point where 
the meat products are eaten. Largely because of this 
I,OOO-mile gap, national meat packers came into being. 
The small meat packers buy livestock locally, slaugh­ 
ter and sell meat in the territory surrounding their 
plants 
In addition to this service, nationwide organi­ 
zations are equipped to do another big job —and do it 
economically. They perform the service of moving 
dressed meat the long distances from areas of produc­ 
tion to large consuming areas where relatively little live­ 
stock is produced. These areas of great meat consump­ 
tion and small meat production depend upon nationwide 
meat packers, like Swift & Company, for a large [fart of 
their meat products. Livestock-producing areas also de­ 
pend on the large meat packers, as an outlet for the live­ 
stock their immediate market cannot consume. 
Most livestock producers market their livestock at 
only one market. So they come in contact with only a 
few livestock buyers. Dealing with such a small number 
of firms leads farmers and ranchers, naturally enough, 
to the thought that there is only a small number of meat 
packers in the Uniti-d Spites. Actually, according to the 
latest figures available, there are approximately 4,000 
meat packers and about 22,500 other commercial slaugh­ 
terers of livestock.
